RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  were  steady  to  500  lower  on  slaugh- 
ter steers  and  heifers  under  the  influence  of 
lower  dressed  prices  and  fairly  liberal  market- 
ings. Slaughter  cows  sold  steady  to  500  lower. 
Stocker  and  feeder  prices  were  uneven  but  in 
general  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Barrows 
and  gilts  closed  25-750  lower.  The  week's 
trend  on  slaughter  lambs  was  $1.00-2.00  lower 
at  most  points. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steer  prices  declined  for  the  fourth  consecu- 
tive week  at  midwest  terminals  and  reached 
the  lowest  levels  in  nearly  four  years  at  some 
points.  Slaughter  steers  were  steady  to  500 
lower  with  declines  of  25-500  recorded  at  most 
terminals  and  St.  Joseph  showing  a  25-750  de- 
cline on  steers,  heifers  and  cows.  Slaughter 
heifers  and  cows  sold  steady  to  500  lower  for 
the  most  part  while  bulls  were  steady.  Vealers 
were  steady  at  both  St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis. 
The  combined  bearish  influence  of  a  lower  trend 
in  the  carcass  trade  and  increased  receipts 
prompted  the  price  downturn  on  live  cattle. 
Salable  cattle  receipts  at  the  12  markets 
totaled  222,000,  or  7  percent  above  the  previous 
week  and  the  largest  for  any  week  since  January. 
Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  made  up  the  bulk 
of  the  supply  at  most  points  with  Good  and 
Choice  predominating.  Loadlots  high-Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  steers  and  heifers  were 
in  small  supply  at  most  terminals. 

Ten  loads  Prime  1200-1300#  slaughter 
steers  brought  $27.75  at  Chicago  where  bulk  of 
the  Prime  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  1050-1450# 
steers  sold  from  $25.50-27.50.  A  few  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  steers  brought  $25.00-26.65 
at  other  points  with  bulk  of  the  high-Good  and 
Choice  900-1350#  at  $22.50-25.25.  A  few  loads 
Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  1400-1700# 
steers  sold  at  $22.50-26.00  with  Prime  1430# 
to  $27.25  in  Chicago.  Good  steers  sold  at 
$21.50-23.50.  High-Choice  and  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  slaughter  heifers  cashed  at  $24.00- 
25.25  with  most  Choice  from  $23.00-24.25  and 
Good  at -$21.00-23.25.  Utility  and  Commercial 
cows  sold  at  $15.75-17.50;  Canners  and  Cutters 
$13.75-16.50. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Seasonally  moderate  receipts  of  stocker  and 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
found  an  uneven  demand  with  decided  differences 
in  price  trends  from  one  market  to  another. 
This  reflected  the  conflicting  factors 
currently  in  play.  On  the  one  hand,  there  was 
the  usual  springtime  demand  for  cattle  to 
place  on  pasture  and  along  with  this  the  need 
for  stock  to  utilize  abundant  stockpiles  of  dry 
feeds.  However,  demand  for  both  stocker  and 
feeder  cattle  was  tempered  by  the  continued 


downward  trend  in  slaughter  cattle  prices  and 
the  knowledge  of  above  normal  numbers  of 
cattle  already  on  feed.  In  addition  the  press 
of  field  work  cut  down  the  attendance  of  buy- 
ers at  some  markets.  At  Sioux  City  prices 
were  500  to  $1.00  lower  while  at  Kansas  City 
moderate  weakness  during  the  fore  part  of  the 
week  was  followed  by  strong  to  $1.00  higher 
prices  at  a  late  week  auction.  At  other  mid- 
west centers  prices  ranged  from  steady  to 
$1.00  lower.  At  Fort  Worth  prices  were  500  to 
$1.50  lower.  In  contrast,  trading  at  Denver 
was  on  a  strong  to  250  higher  basis,  instances 
500  up. 

Scattered  shipments  Choice  525-575#  stock 
steers  brought  $28.00-29.00;  other  Good  and 
Choice  525-750#  $23.50-27.50.  Medium  and  low- 
Good  stock  steers  sold  from  $19.00-24.00. 
Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeders  sold  chiefly 
from  $21.50-24.00  but  at  Kansas  City  2  loads 
Choice  and  Fancy  829-834#  brought  $25.30-26.50 
and  a  part  load  Fancy  955#  $25.25.  Good  and 
Choice  yearling  heifers  cashed  from  $21.00- 
25.00,  few  Choice  515-545#  $25. 50-26. 00. Good 
and  Choice  steer  calves  sold  largely  from 
$25.00-30.50,  same  grades  heifer  calves 
$23.00-28.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  of 
hogs  at  the  twelve  terminals  numbered  354,000, 
17  percent  more  than  the  previous  week  and 
were  the  largest  for  any  week  since  early 
January.  Bulk  of  the  supply  was  comprised  of 
mixed  No.  1-3  200-270#  barrows  and  gilts.  A 
large  percentage  of  the  hogs  marketed  at  St. 
Joseph  weighed  over  250#  and  the  average 
weight  of  butchers  there  at  241#  figured  the 
heaviest  since  January,  1955.  Sows  made  up 
6-13  percent  of  the  receipts  at  the  various 
centers.  The  increased  supplies  proved  to  be 
more  than  ample  for  the  demand  and  prices 
moved  lower  during  the  week  in  direct  response 
to  the  slow  and  lower  wholesale  meat  trade. 
Barrows  and  gilts  finished  the  week  25-750 
lower  with  weights  over  240#  off  most.  A 
downturn  of  5O0-$1.OO  at  Chicago  was  the 
sharpest  break  there  for  any  week  since  last 
October.  Sows  suffered  the  greatest  price 
loss  in  several  months,  that  class  closing 
5O0-$1.OO  lower.  Order  buyers  were  fairly 
aggressive  operators  during  most  of  the  week 
taking  24  percent  of  the  Omaha  receipts  and 
about  32  percent  of  the  supply  at  Kansas  City. 

At  the  close  of  the  week  U.S.  1-2,  180- 
240#  barrows  and  gilts  brought  $16.60-17.50, 
with  most  sales  at  $16.75-17.25.  Mixed  U.  S. 
1-3,  and  No.  2-3,  180-250#  sold  at  $16.00- 
17.00,  bulk  $16.25-16.75.  Loadlots  U.  S.  2-3, 
250-300#  butchers  sold  during  the  week  at 
$15.50-16.50.  U.  S.  1-3,  270-600#  sows 
brought  $13.50-15.75,  mainly  $14.25-15.50. 


Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  79£  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
April  20  to  April  26,  1961,  inclusive. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  declined  50£  at  St. 
Paul  but  remained  fully  steady  at  Sioux  City. 
Good  and  Choice  130-160#  offerings  at  St.  Paul 
brought  $16.00-16.50  while  same  grades  130-170#' 
at  Sioux  City  sold  at  $16.00-17.00. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled  332,000  head, 
around  2  percent  less  than  the  previous  week 
and  2  percent  over  a  year  ago.  Compared  with 
the  previous  Friday,  closing  sales  were  mainly 
25 £  lower  on  barrows  and  gilts  and  25-50^  off 
on  sows.  Sow  numbers  increased  slightly  to 
comprise  about  7.5  percent  of  total  receipts. 

On  Friday,  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  200-230# 
barrows  and  gilts,  sold  from  $16.00-16.75,  with 
limited  volume  No.  1-2  selected  lots  $16.65- 
17.00.  U.  S.  1-3  270-400#  sows  brought  $14.25-

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  of  sheep  and 
lambs  at  the  12  markets  totaled  112,000  head 
or  9  percent  more  than  the  fairly  broad 
volume  marketed  a  week  ago  and  14  percent  over 
last  year.  Sharp  price  downturns  on  slaughter 
lambs  featured  trading  and  at  some  terminals 
prices  were  at  the  lowest  reporting  levels  in 
fifteen  years.  Lower  dressed  lamb  prices  com- 
bined with  expanded  slaughter  lamb  marketings 
were  bearish  factors  contributing  to  downturns 
on  the  live  trade.  For  the  week,  slaughter 
lambs  were  mostly  $1.00-2.00  lower,  instances 
$3.00  off.  Slaughter  ewes  steady  to  $1.00 
lower;  feeder  and  shearing  lambs  mainly  $1.00- 
2.00  off.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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Trading  was  active  on  greasy  domestic 
worsted  wools  in  the  Boston  market  with  prices 
slightly  higher.  There  was  good  demand  for 
practically  all  grades.  Scoured  pulled  wools 
continued  scarce  and  prices  firm  while  noils 
moved  moderately  well  and  scoured  shorn  wools 
were  slow  with  prices  unchanged. 

There  was  a  good  turnover  in  territory  States 
while  Texas  wools  moved  readily.  Sales  in 
fleece  wool  States  continued  as  wool  was  shorn 
but  delays  noted  due  to  cold  weather. 

Reports  from  Sydney,  Australia  showed  the 
market  very  strong  with  Japan  and  Eastern  Europe 
dominating  while  100  percent  clearance  was  noted 
in  South  Africa  with  France  and  England  the  main 
operators,  supported  by  Germany,  Italy  and  some 
American  buying.  At  Invercargill,  New  Zealand, 
Japan  was  active  as  56s  and  finer  wools  advanced 
about  5  percent  while  coarser  than  56s  were  par 
to  2j  percent  higher.  Further  price  advances 
were  noted  in  Montevideo  while  coarse  Buenos 
Aires  carpet  wools  were  stronger  compared  to  last 
week.

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SHIPMENTS  OF  STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP,   MARCH  1961 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North 
Central  States  during  March  1961  totaled  402  thousand  head,    up  30  percent  from 
the  309  thousand  head  shipped  in  March  last  year.     Of  the  total  cattle  and  calves 
received  in  these  8  States  during  the  month  149  thousand  moved  through  public 
stockyards  and  253  thousand  were  received  direct.     The  direct  movement  was 
63  percent  of  the  total  this  March  compared  with  56  percent  a  year  earlier. 
Cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  these  States  during  January-March  196l  totaled 
1,  190  thousand  head,    up  24  percent  from  the  January-March  i960  total. 

March  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these  8 
North  Central  States  amounted  to  119  thousand  head,    compared  with  159  thousand 
head  during  March  last  year--a  25  percent  decrease.     Of  the  total  received  dur- 
ing March,    51  thousand  came  through  public  markets  and  68  thousand  were 
received  direct.     A  total  of  424  thousand  head  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and 
lambs  were  shipped  into  these  8  States  during  January-March  1961,    down  12  per- 
cent from  the  total  for  January-March  I960.
